The day for opening and counting 


the electoral votes will find the public 
mind divided just about as it is now, 
but not in as combative a mood, ant: 
orach more ready to acquiesce in a re- 
sult reached through the forms of law 
For the purpose of witnessing the 
count, the two houses will meet in the 
Senate Chamber. Formerly that wae 
the customary place of meeting on such 
occasions, but of late years, owing to 
the greater capacity of the Hall ol 
Representatives, the custom baa been 
changed. 
The old time custom will 


now be restored, because the Senate 
will insist upon it, and as the Presi- 
dent of the Senate has the custody ol 
the returns, the propriety of coming 
to 
the 
Senate Chamber cannot be 


gainsaid. There are grave reasons why 
the Senate should not put itself in tbe 
power of the House, which need not 
now be more than hinted at. Especial 
care will be taken to preserve strict or- 
der in the galleries of the Senate 
Chamber during the count, 'it is 
probable that only persons having cards 
of admission from the 
Sergeant-at- 


Arms will be allowed to enter, because 
the crowd seeking entrance will exceed 
by a hundred fold the capacity of the 
galleries. The Senate having mai^ 
tained by an overwhelming majority, 
including a majority of the Democratic 
Senators, that the 22d Joint Rule is 
abrogated, the presiding officer will 
rule that nothing is in order eicept to 
open the certificates and count the 
votes. 
He will permit no debate and 


entertain no motions. If the House 
Democrats still insist on the privilege 
of throwing out the returns from one 
or more States, and withdraw, under the 
leadership of Speaker Randall, to oar*, 
ry out such a project, they will not 
find the doors locked, as some of them 
apprehend. They will [be admonished 
as they depart that tbe proceeding is 
wholly unconstitutional and will not 
interfere with the completion of the 
count.

senger to the National Committee tc 
annoence his withdrawal in favor o 
the bull-doze Candida'e with the bar' 
of money. 


We judge from the tone- of subse 


qnent Democratic comment that th 
Democrats are satisfied that Senate 
Sherman never sent any sueh dispatch 
but there ia nothing to justify us in 
doubting that tbe Democrats are fool 
enough to believe that Hayes wouli 
like to withdraw in their favor. Ther 
is no rfse in trying to set any limits to 
the infatuation of the Democracy, an 
/no doubt many of them will go to be 
on the night of March 4 in the conti 
dent assurance that Hayes will thinl 
better of it before morning, and refuse 
to accept his hard-won honors. Bu 
we trust that these whoa* "heads ar« 
not utterly impermeable will accept Mr 
Hayes' positive declaration on the sub 
ject, and make up their minds that they 
can not count on winning by any cow 
ardly abdication of their opponent. 


It ia not particularly to Mr. Tilden' 


credit that no one has ever aitpposec 
that he would relinquish any chance 
he might enjoy. In the course of a 
long and very successful career Mr 
Tilden has steadily adhered to. the gol 
den rule of getting all that he coul( 
and keeping all that he got, and it i 
hard to imagine any circumstances un 
der which he would refuae to accep 
the Presidency. But ;we do not ask 
Mr. Tilden to withdraw from the con 
test, no matter how strong may be th 
personal reasons which might prompt i 
less unscrupulous man to hesitate. Mi 
Tilden's position,

which principle is everything, and th 
question of principle is worth testing 
It is hardly too much to say that n 
consequences which can follow- 
most obstinate contest over the Fresi 
dency would be worse than the aduns 
sion that we had no legal and orderl 
way of settling a disputed question 
and were compelled to resort to coax 
ing, buying or bullying off a candi 
date.

tance whether Hayes or Tilden shal 
be the next President. 
We are confi 


dent that a country which has survivei 
four years of the Tildenites at th. 
South, could survive four years of Til- 
denitm in the White House, but it i 
a matter of vital importance that a He 
public, based on universal suffrage am 
self government, should be able to car 
ry out in a legal and orderly manne 
a simple and necessary act of govern 
meat. It is essential to the eontinu 
ance of the Republic that we should be 
able to elect a President, and as we are 
certain not to get a President withon 
a contest, it is essential that w« 
should be able to 
carry a 
con* 


test on not only to a peaceful con 
elusion, but to a legal conclusion. Even 
if Mr. Hayes had DOC received a ma1 


jority of the legal Electoral votes o. 
the country, he would b« compelled by 
any ordinary sense of duty ID pay som 
regard to the wishes of those who hav. 
conferred a most distinguished honor 
and would be bound to defend his po 
sition by every legal means. As it is 
he merely gives the country an assur- 
ance that its confidence ia not misplac- 
ed, and whea the day comes for inang 
nrating the President, the Presidenl 
will be there.
